Spanish national- 
ists, using the heaviest concentra- 
tion of artillery since the beginning 
of the civil war, smashed into the 
loyalists in. the Balaguer sector of 
tho Catalonian front to open the 
second phase of their mass offen- 
sive. 


Nationalist dispatches said that 


the great army gathered for the 
offensive was now in full momen- 
tum. 


Guns in the Balaguer sector 


opened on the loyalists Thursday 
and smashed six lines of barbed 
wire and four lines of trenches. 
Then Aragonese i n f a n t r y men, 
under the protection of tanks, 
cleaned up machine gun nests until 
they reached the fourth trench 
line. 


According: to the nationalists, 
white fiags then began to flutter 
from the loyalist lines and hun- 
dreds surrendered. 


The loyalists asserted that they 


had repulsed with terrific losses 
Italian attacks along the lower 
Segre river, tho the attacks were 
fcupported by enormous numbers 
of tanks. 


The loyalists admitted the loss 


of two hills in tlie Tremp sector, 
above Montsech. 


. Opposing armies in Spain bat- 


tled on almost even terms while 
strife over Italian aspirations for 
French territory narrowed down 
to two areas—Tunisa, French pro- 
tectorate in north Africa, and Dji-

with all its attendant specters of 
superpower, towering public debt 
and the crushing of 
individual 


initiatives and self government. 


McCarl, who is a native Ne- 


braskan and is now a practicing 
attorney in Washington, D. C., told 
his listeners flatly, "We must now 
demonstrate our capacity for self 
government or forfeit its advan- 
tages." He branded government's 
infiltration into every field of na- 
tional life as "an 
unwholesome 


condition that must be cured if we 
as a nation are to survive." 


The cure'' 
First, said McCarl, 


we must do everything possible on 
our own. 
Second, we must help 


congress in every way possible to 
help the nation 
"The congress of 
the United S t a t e s," said the 
speaker, "is our one and our only 
chance. 
Congress won't save us, 


but it is the one agency which 
possesses the power and a natural 
incentive to guide us out of the 
wilderness." 
Despite the fact that recent con- 


gresses have been weak and far 
too subservient to the executive 
branch of the government. McCar! 
declared, they have been "aided 
and abetted by businessmen who 
should have known better." 
Con- 


gress, he said, "has signaled daii- 
'gers ahead time and again and 
has sought citizen leadership, but 
there lias been no response." Mc- 
Carl declared that congress has 
"all the power it needs" to restore 
confidence m the government. 


"Congress," said McCarl, "could 


end waste, could eliminate politics

Utility Investors Won't Lose, 


Says Ickes, Unless They 


"Bought Water." 


WASHINGTON. (UP). PWA 


Administrator Ickes said "water 
must be squeezed" out of utility 
securities, to establish the nation's 
utility systems on a sound eco- 
nomic basis. Holder*! of "watered" 
utility securities, Ickes said, will 
have to pocket a loss sooner or 
Jatot* in the process of removing 
"water" from the capital structure. 


Ickes made his picdiction when 


asked at a press conference for 
comment on federal power com- 
mj.ssjon authorization of the lowa- 
Ncbraska Light & Power company 
to .sell its power holdings to two 
Nebraska public power districts— 
Nebraska's "little TVA." 


The authorization, he said, is a 


move to "sqcueze the water out of 
the utility c a p i t a 1 structure." 
Security holders will suffer 
no 


lo-ss, he said, "unless they have 
been buying water, nnd if that is 
so, they would have to lake a loss 
anyway, s o o n e r or later. The 
water has to be squeezed out if we 
are to have a sound utility sys- 
tem " 


Turning to PWA's pump prim- 


ing program, Ickos said he ex- 
pected the agency's projects all to 
be under construction by Jan. 1. 
The program, he predicted, prob- 
ably will reach its peak by mid- 
summer. 


Jckos denied at a press confer- 


ence assertions by private econ- 
omists that PWA's building drive 
will unbalance tho progressive re- 
covery being experienced by busi- 
ness.

• Workers filed first claims for 
t>enefits at 20 state employment 
Service offices, beginning Dec. 3. 
Because of a two weeks' wailing 
period when the employment serv- 
ice will try to find jobs for claim- 
Ants, the first checks will not be 
mailed until the last week in Jan- 
uary. 
Officials -estimate 
11.000 


checks will be. sent out then. Pay- 
menU will average about §10. 


Some 51,000 checks will be is- 
•ued in February, but March will 
be the peak month with 75,000 
checks aggregating nearly $750,- 
000. Approximately 20,000 checks 
will be written in a single week 
during the March rush period. By 
June, payments are expected to 
be curtailed to a normal monthly 
pace of 21,000 checks. Grants will 
range from approximately $5 a 
week to 915 for a maximum of 16 
weeks.

ED SCHRODER FEARS 


NEVER TAX DECLINE 


Expresses Ideas as to How 


Legislature Could Make 


More Editable. 


"Taxes, in my opinion, will never 


be less," sold Ed H. Schroder 
Thursday in discussing problems 
to be presented before the legisla- 
ture. "They will be higher in years 
to come with additional govern- 
mental tax-eating branches set 
up from time to time with more 
money required for operation." 


The long-time head of the so- 


called municipal forces then sup- 
plements the above statement by 
declaring1 far an Income tax as a 
replacement and not an addition. 


"Wo 
always 
considered 
real 


estate to be the basis of our 
wealth," he said, "but in recent 
years such properties have become 
liabilities. Stocks and bonds are 
now the wealth basis In most in- 
stances. There should be a limit as 
to taxes placed against real estate 
and persona 1 property. I suggest, 
as an off act, an income replace- 
ment tax. 
'I am convinced 
that 
every 


person should pay his just share of 
taxes according to his ability to 
pay and the extent of his property 
holdings, thnt neither homesteads 
nor personal property should be 
exempt. Every person owning and 
living In a home derives full bene- 
fit—enjoying 
the ndvantages of 


good schools, fire, police nnd health 
protection. Taxes are necessary in 
order that governmental activities 
muy properly function. 


"In my opinion there are aome 


inequalities which could be cor- 
rected. For example, the man who 
has $1,000 deposited In bank or 
building and loan on April 1 pays 
only 25 cents on $100 or $2.fiQ on 
$1,000. If a merchant has $1,000 
on his books due for credit- ex- 
tended, he must pay 80 cents per 
hundred or JS for $1,000. 
If he 


should have an automobile vnlue'cl 
at $1,000 he will pay in Lincoln in 
state, county and city taxes $31,67 
in addition to registration fee ancl 
gas tax. 


"We have entirely too much real 


estate nnd interest bearing securi- 
ties which pay no taxes tit nil. A 
substantial percent nf real i>statc 
nnd improvements in Lancaster 
county is tnx free. 
I refer to 


churches, 
lodges, 
hospitals 
and 


public properties. I would tax nil 
except schools nnd public prop- 
erty. 
Exemption can mcnn but 


one tbing—higher tuxes against 
privately owned properties. 


"I have never looked favorably 


upon a general sales tnx which 
places «n added premium on food, 
clothing- nnd other necessities. I 
do favor ;m income tax ;md prr- 
hnps a sales tax on luxuries only. 
But since Ifuvmaking bodies would 
not listen to Charley Bryan why 
should they listen to me?"

Carl, its problems are of such a 
practical 
nature 
that 
political 


management has made them difin- 
Itely worse. Here, too, he said, it 
is the responsibility of business to 
asume the role of experienced, ei- 
ficient helper to put agriculture 
on its feet and keep it from being 
a political football. Busines, he 
said, must begin to lead in things 
beside merely producing and sell- 
ing goods. "There must be states- 
manship in business as well as in 
congress", said McCarl. 


"Boldness, Unity." 


He called for "boldness, effec- 


tiveness, unity and high purpose." 
In this next session of congress, 
which he characterized as likely 
to be the most important in the 
history of the nation, congress 
must know, thru the people, what 
not to do as well as what to do, 
said McCarl. 


Of first importance in the com- 


ing: session, he said, will be the 
slashing of appropriations. 
They 


can be cut at least 30 percent 
"without serious damage to any 
worthwhile activity," he asserted. 
He called for an immediate and 
drastic narrowing of the channel 
between expenditures and income 
By taking politics and waste from 
relief spending, he said, our relief 
load could be carried with far less 
expenditure. Our motto, he said, 
should be "every dollar for relief, 
but not one thin dime for govern- 
ment waste." 


McCarl also warned that con- 
gress should retain and exercise 
its powers and vigorously oppose 
attempts on the part of the execu- 
tive branch to increase its powers. 
"Watch for a cunning but deter- 
mined effort to remove the limi- 
tation on the public debt," he 
warned in closing. Pointing out 
that this limitation now stands at 
45 billion dollars, the speaker con- 
cluded "I pray to God our national 
debt will never reach that point."

explred franchise of private util- 
ity? If it has such right, what 
powers does the municipality have 
over the public power and irriga- 
tion district?" 
Commenting on prospective fu- 


ture legislation Mr. Tyler said that 
in his opinion, after the hydro dis- 
tricts have acquired the electric 
distribution systems in a large 
number of Nebraska cities, they 
will make a determined effort to 
secure legislation to create a state 
utilities commission. 


Many State* Have Commissions. 
A majority of the states have 
such commissions with authority 
to regulate rates for utilities serv- 
ices thruout the fltate. Such a 
commission in determining the 
rates to be charged for electric 
service would necessarily take Into 
consideration the coat of the dis- 
tricts of the distribution facilities 
for th« purchase of which they 
are now negotiating. Mr, Tyler 
thinks that the result would be the 
establishment 
of 
rates 
which 


would be higher than those now 
in effect in cities having efficiently 
operated municipal electric light 
plants and distribution systems. In 
other words, such cities as I-'re- 
mont and Falls City, which are 
famous for their efficient manage- 
ment, and low electric rates, would 
b* required to raise their rate 
schedules, and the inhabitants of 
such cities will thus lose the ad- 
vantage of the -low rates -which' 
they now enjoy.

The beating, piobably with a 
horsewhip, put Goebbels in the 
hospital and sent Frau Goebbels, 
"outraged by the unlovely picture 
presented by her husband upon 
his restoration to the family cir- 
cle." to Switzerland for an indefi- 
nite stay, the copyrighted article 
said. 
(Recent dispatches from Berlin 


snid that Goebbels was confined to 
the hospital by an attack of grip.) 


"According to a well authenti- 
cated report from a quarter that 
often hns served us with advance 
inside information, either a peek 
thru the keyhole or a glance thru 
the transom of the Gocbbols sick 
room has revealed the occupant 
swathed in bandages—something 
definitely not m use for treatment 
of intestinal grip," the article said. 


"Revelation followed, indicating 
that Wotan's Mickey Mouse hud 
evidently been subjected to a ter- 
rible b e a t i n g , possibly with a 
horsewhip, leaving his face and 
body covered with welts and scars. 


"Further investigation, accord- 
ing to report, showed that this was 
even so—little Joseph had been

Be- 
ore he was thru at Munich he 
was putting pressure on the Czechs 
o submit to Hitler's demands. 


That little affair is still vivid in 


he public mind as Mussolini puts 
orth a demand for more territory. 
Asking Corsica and Tunisia of 
'ranee, he presumably hopes to 
obtain concessions in F r e n c h 
Somaliland w h i c h would be of 
great value to him in developing 
Ethiopia. 


As Mussolini voices his demand

birthday, the 


American people should pntise to 
determine just how this infant and 
its brothers, pensions, old ape 
benefits, unemployment compen- 
sation, ct nl., are affecting their 
household, says the Florida Times- 
Union. The experience of nn in- 
dividual concern will servo the 
purpose, tho Central of Georgia 
railway, for example. Let Receiver 
H. D. Pollard toll the illuminating 
story of that road's experience. 


Prior to 1936 this railway main- 


tained its own pension system for 
those employes who had grown 
old or disabled in its service. The 
expense was borne entirely by the 
railway—the employes contributed 
nothing. 'That pension plan was 
superseded in 1936 by the federal 
railroad retirement act, national in 
scope, and applying to all rail- 
roads In some provisions this na- 
tional plan la Jew* liberal than 
the Central's individual plan. In 
some respects it is more liberal. 
The principal difference Is that the 
employe contributes in like meas- 
tire with the employer. 
In 1935 


the Central of Georgia railway 
spent for pensions $111,555. In 
1038 Its taxes for the railroad re- 
tirement act were almost exactly 
twice as ranch. $222,717. Its em- 
ployes who In 1935 contributed 
nothing for pensions, were In 193S 
taxed 5222,717. That Is to nay 
in three ye&f* time th** tax pxartct 
from employer nnd employe has 
Rrown to four times the amount 
contributed by tho employer. Fur- 
thermore-as time go*n on the tax 
incrcas?* for both employe and 
employer. 


Th« Central's 1938 state and fed- 
eral t«XM for social security (un- 
employment 
compensation) 
are 


Now shift the scene to Washing- 
ton. Let's ace what has been done 
with all this money that has been 
collected to establish a vast "so- 
cial security" fund. ' First a vast 
army of employes must be paid for 
administering the affairs of this 
new agency. From headquarters in 
he nation's capital they have been 
sent into every state of the union, 
each having its headquarters, and 
n addition there are district head- 
quarters having supervision over 
groups of states. These admlnls- 
.rators are the ostensible spenders 
of the social security funds, but 
so far they have hardly touched 
the tills. At the end 
of 
three 
years, a total of $2,067,000,000 had 
>een taken from the pay envelopes 
of workers and their employers 
with only $282,000,000 being re- 
turned to them. 
The difference, 


1,785,000,000 has been spent for 
jolltlcal and reform purposes—for 
iew deal projects. It has not been 
allowed to accumulate, as was con- 
emplated by the social security 
act. 
Instead of a reserve fund, 
he social security administration 
has a stack of I. O. U.'s which 
mean nothing more than a remind- 
er of the fact that eventually the 
leople must be taxed again to re- 
deem those promises. Is this social 
security ?

SIXTY YEARS AGO TODAY. 


WASHINGTON.—Even tho con- 


gress probably will not get organ- 
ized for serious ^consideration of 
legislative changes for another 
month or so, the discussions going 
on right now*' among 
returning 


senators and representatives, as 
reflected in .newspaper interviews, 
might easily give the impression 
that certain 
laws are already 


slated for repeal or. drastic revi- 
sion. 


There is, on the other hand, no 
escaping the fact that group pres- 
sures are crystallizing and that 
certain 
factions 
and interests 


which desire change are beginning 
to line up strength for the coming 
battles. 


Two outstanding examples are 


the reciprocal 
trade agreements 


act and the Wagner labor relations 
act. 
The first is an outcropping 


of tariff grievances. 
Disaffected 
groups which have, been hurt by 
the grade agreements now are con- 
centrating on the Idea of forcing 
all agreements to be ratified by 
the U. S. senate. This is an indi- 
rect way of killing the whole trade 
agreement 
policy, 
because 
it 
means that the necessary two- 
thirds approval is virtually impos- 
sible to get in the senate, due to 
the fact that agricultural or manu- 
facturing groups can be mobilized 
sufficiently 
to put pressure on 


enough senators to defeat any 
ratification. 


If the United States goes back 
to the days of trying to negotiate 
senate ratification of agreements 
involving trade matters, the for- 
eign governments which have the 
parliamentary systems will regain 
the advantages they have had in 
applying new 
duties .whenever 


economic conditions change sud- 
denly. 
Likewise, 
there will be 


little, opportunity for any general 
tariff revision by congress which 
could promote trade, because ne- 
gotiations between foreign gov- 
ernments and the senate cannot 
very well be carried on as a prac- 
tical matter. 


The trade agreements policy is 
a cardinal part of the administra- 
tion program, and, if it becomes 
the football of politics, it may well 
be expected that President Roose- 
velt will not hesitate to use bis 
veto power against any effort to 
sabotage the law by making sen- 
ate ratification essential to the 
promulgation of any trade agree- 
ments. 
The supreme court has 
upheld the power of congress to 
delegate to a federal commission 
or to the executive agencies the 
authority to make trade agree- 
ronts with foreign governments, 
just as the flexible tariff laws 
were previously upheld by the 
courts. 
So it is entirely now a 


question cf public opinion, as it 
•eacts upon the new congress.

Mr. Roosevelt doesn't have any

Don't be 
silly about it. 


Well marked or manifest scurvy 
s rare today, but mild vitamin C 
deficiency is far more 
common 
.han most doctors or laymen would 
suppose, the characteristic disturb- 
ance of health 
is due to a diet 
which is poor in vitamin C. The 
symptoms may 
be present 
for 
nonths or years, never progress- 
ing to a stage which may be rec- 
ognized as scurvy. The symptoms 
ire a sallow, muddy complexion, 
oss of energy, fleeting pains in the 
oints and limbs, especially in the 
egs—and the pains are commonly 
ittributed to "rheumatism." With i 
.hese physical symptom**; there Is 
often a constant mental 
depres- 
sion, a gloomy disposition, or an, 
rritable or quarrelsome tempera-: 
ment. Sluggishness,

or

The 
informal 
powers 
that 
worked thru the forms of the Brit- 
ish constitution, however, 
were 


from their own point of view, more 
alert to the realities of the Amer- 
ican situation; they had always 
had close associations, financial 
and social aa well as political, with 
the reactionary republicanism of 
big business, and they were in the 
closest sympathy wilh the meth- 
ods of obstruction, non-co-opera- 
tion and counter atteck that had 
defeated Franklin Roosevelt's well

There is perhaps no single bid from : 


which a partnership can gain more, ' 
or lose more, than from a penalty 
double. 
I am not referring merely I 


to the fact that the point score is' 
doubled. 
There I* a far more im- 


portant side to the matter. In count- ' 
less hands contracts are fulfilled only 
by virtue of the Information which 
the double has given the declarer. I 
have said time and again that a close 
double of a slam bid is usually the 
height of folly. In the ilrst place, the 
mathematics of tho proposition are 
terrifically against the doubler. 
Pre- 


sumably [If the opponents are any 
good] the contract will not be de- 
feated more than one trick and. In 
this case, Instead of collecting 100 
points the doubjer collects 200. If it 
Is redoubled he stands to collect 400 
instead of 100 [vulnerable], a gain of 
300 points. 


Now let us look at the other side 


of the picture. Suppose six spades is 
the contract and that it is redoubled 
md fulfilled. 
The doubler has lost 


the difference between the 720 point 
trick score he is giving the opponents 
and the ISO points they would have 
taken if he had kept quiet. 
Even 


this Is not the greatest potential loss 
ol a bad double. If It places cards 
for declarer's guidance that could not 
otherwise be located the loss is sim- 
ply terrific. 


With this philosophy as a back- 


ground It Is logical that a special sig- 
nificance should be attached to the 
double of a slam contract when, as, 
and if it Is made by a good player. 
The partner of the doubler should 
realize that the opponents have either 
undertaken one of those rare slam 
contracts which can be defeated so 
many tricks that an ordinary penalty 
double is the correct action or [and 
this Is jinuch more likely] that the 
doubler hopes to tell his partner, who 
tt on lead, that certain action Is re- 
quired to defeat the contract at all. 
Thus we come to the lead-directing 
Double of a clam contract, which can 
oe summea up as follows:

Still, 
after looking over the list of 30 
players who have been mailed 1939 
contracts by the Giants, here's one 
bet that Stoneham is more uneasy 
than he looks. 


If Terry has guessed wrong, and 
unless he gets more breaks than 
the law allows, the Glunts are 
likely as not to tumble as far 
down as fifth place in the next 
National league race. They have 
absolutely no margin of safety. 
First, Terry is staking the 


works on the recovery of his two 
key pitchers, Carl Hubbell and Hal 
Schumacher, from operations on 
their salary arms last fall. There 
is no guarantee that either will 
be back with anything like his 
former ability, and the 'odds are 
prohibitive against both 
making 
the grade. 


Ore New Chucker. 


That may leave Terry with one 
top notch starting pitcher. Cliff 
Melton, and Cliff was no ball of 
fire last year. The mound staff 
has only one new man, Manuel 
Salvo, who won 22 games for San 
Diego last season. He can't be 
counted upon to do that in the 
National league. 
Next, Terry is looking to Bur- 
gess Whitehead to return after a 
year's convalescence from an oper- 
ation and play second base like he 
used to. Maybe he will, but many

To get him, Terry had 
to turn loose Hank L*iber, who 
for years has been the very apple 
of President Stoneham's eye. There 
will be some strained relations 
next summer if Demaree should 
flop and Leiber begin pounding the 
ball like he did in 1935. 
At third base Terry is putting 
his trust in George Myntt, who Is 
a gieat base runner, but can't hit 
a licit and has difficulty throwing 
as far as first base. With Bonura 
on first, this latter falling will 
be pretty serious. 


Outside of all that, Terry really 
won't have a thing to worry about. 
He has four mighty good men in 
Catcher Harry Danning, Shortstop 
Bill Jurgcs and Outfielders Mel 
Ott and Joe Moore.
